Additional  support  was  given 
for  cancer  research  through  'The  Run  for  the  Cure'  as  a  team  of  students  and  staff  prepared  the  water  station  for  the  5000+  participants  and  some 
actually  did  'The  Run',  raising  $2000. 

Community  Outreach  Day,  Friday,  October  1 7th,  was  an  exciting  time  for  all  as  each  student  and  teacher  had  an  important  role  to  play  in  'Making  a 
World  of  Difference'  in  our  community.  We  were  out  in  our  local  community.  We  worked  hard.  We  folded  clothes  and  stocked  shelves,  we  prepared 
food  and  set  tables,  we  made  sandwiches,  we  dug  holes  and  planted  trees,  we  painted  baseboards,  stairs  and  walls,  we  laid  new  wood-  chip  trails, 
we  raked  leaves  and  tidied  gardens,  we  put  up  wallboard,  we  picked  apples,  we  learned  about  the  homeless,  we . . .,  well,  we  did  a  lot!

Graduation 
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Valedictory  Address 

As  our  final  months  turned  into  weel<s,  tinen  days,  the  finish  line  within  sight,  a  feeling 
of  melancholy  swept  over  us.  Well  aware  that  we  should  be  savouring  our  final  mo- 
ments in  this  castle  that  we  have  come  to  call  home,  yet  unable  to  fathom  a  day  that 
doesn't  begin  with  chapel,  we  trudged  though  the  piles  of  homework,  hours  of  practice 
and  late  nights  studying,  so  that  we  could  make  it  here  today,  to  our  graduation,  having 
taken  advantage  of  every  opportunity.  Now  that  we  are  here,  we  are  finally  able  to 
fully  appreciate  our  time  at  Trafalgar,  time  that  we  have  taken  for  granted.  On  our  final 
Muskoka  Woods  trip  we  danced  together  on  the  stage,  sang  our  hearts  out  yet  it  still 
didn't  hit  us.  At  Christmas  Dinner,  we  appreciated  the  good  seats,  but  didn't  dare  think 
about  the  reason  why  we  had  them.  At  Senior  Dinner,  we  sang  together  of  the  "good 
times"  and  "being  there  for  each  other"  but  this  had  always  been  a  given  for  such  a 
tight  knit  group  of  grads,  of  friends,  and  with  a  month  left,  we  could  still  fool  ourselves 
into  believing  that  it  would  never  end.  And  now  here  we  are,  graduation  day,  and  it  is 
finally  hitting  us. 

Good  morning  family,  friends,  teachers,  students  and  the  best  looking  graduates  Tra- 
falgar has  ever  seen!  As  we  reminisce  about  our  time  at  Trafalgar,  it  is  evident  that  we 
have  truly  been  blessed  to  attend  classes  in  a  majestic  castle,  to  be  apart  of  an  affable 
community  and  to  make  friendships  that  will  last  a  lifetime.

To  Trafalgar  we  are  forever  indebted;  we  are  good  women,  the  best 
women  because  of  this  school,  because  of  the  dedication  of  our  teachers,  the  warmth  of  our  administration,  the  encouragement  of 
our  fellow  students,  and,  of  course,  because  of  the  grads  of  2009;  we  will  make  our  mark. 

To  our  family,  who  have  been  there  for  us  since  the  beginning,  who  have  experienced  the  backlash  of  our  stress,  who  have  seen 
our  greatest  achievements  and  most  bitter  disappointments,  thank  you  for  your  support  and  commitment.  We  truly  mean  it  when 
we  say  that  we  could  not  have  done  it  without  you.
